Our ncighlair north of ns has thirty 
people at hia honse; wc have bad aa 
uuiny as six tv meals, bnt only tbre# 
abvplng here.

The chnrcliea 
and school huildlnga ar»* all wanned, and 
llio city is fiiniiabing hot coffee and 
sandwichga.
